Question: I know that amateurs such as me and thee can propose modifications 
to part 97, but I was wondering how one goes about doing this. 


The modification I would like to see has to do with the license 
structure, to bring it in line with those of most other nations. That is, 
I would like to propose the following license structure: 


NOVICE: Same as the current novice license privileges. 5 WPM code requirement. 
COMMUNICATOR: same as the current no-code Tech license. 


TECHNICIAN: Same as, or perhaps slightly greater privs than the current 
Tech/HF license. Upgrade path for both Novice and Communicator. 

GENERAL: Same privs as the current Amateur Extra class, with the 13WPM 
requirement. 


Obviously, this is only a rough sketch of my proposal. Ideas? Anybody out 
there in net-land interested in helping me hammer this out? Please--if you 
think I'm a bloody loon, tell me, but no flames.

Frankly, looking at how wide those bands are, I see no reason to change 
the code requirement for HF in the US. You can't do high-speed digital 
communications on them (the band requirements are wider than the entire 
allocated spectrum in those bands), you can do SSB, but relatively few 
people in a given area can use the band with SSB compared to the number 
who can do CW on a given band. What's the problem? Don't want to learn 
code? Then get the no-code license. It's a perfectly good license. 
Don't take away my hf tho! :-)
